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CURRENT 


Hogs  and  pigs  on  farms  as  of  June  1,  1973  are  estimated  at  60.3  million 
head,  1  percent  less  than  a  year  earlier,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting 
Board.    Both  breeding  animals,  and  market  hogs  and  pigs,  are  down  1  percent  from 
a  year  ago. 


The  December -May  1973  pig  crop  is  estimated  at  46.8  million  head,  2  per- 
cent less  than  during  the  same  period  in  1972.    A  total  of  6.5  million  sows 
farrowed  during  this  period,  about  the  same  as  a  year  earlier.    Pigs  per  litter 
averaged  7.16,  compared  with  7.32  last  year.

head;  180-219  pounds--4, 803,000  head,  up  43,000  head;  and  220 
pounds  and  over--l, 298,000  head,  down  128,000  head. 

In  the  10  Corn  Belt  States,  which  account  for  76  percent 
of  the  Nation's  hog  and  pigs,  the  June  1  inventory  totaled 
45,649,000  head,  1  percent  more  than  a  year  earlier.  Iowa,  with 
the  largest  share  at  25  percent,  had  a  1-percent  increase  in 
inventory  numbers . 

Market  hogs  in  the  10  States  totaled  38,917,000  head,  up  1 
percent  from  June  1,  1972.     Breeding  hogs  totaled  6,732,000  head, 
down  1  percent. 

In  the  14  States  estimating  quarterly—the  10  Com  Belt  States 
plus  North  Carolina,  Georgia,  Kentucky,  and  Texas—the  June  1  in- 
ventory of  all  hogs  and  pigs  totaled  51,877,  000  head,  slightly  less 
than  a  year  earlier.  The  14  States  account  for  86  percent  of  the 
June  1  numbers  of  all  hogs  and  pigs.    Market  hogs  and  pigs  totaled 
44,174,000  head,  down  slightly  from  June  1,  1972  and  breeding  hogs, 
at  7,703,000  head,  were  down  1  percent. 

DECEMBER-MAY  PIG  CROP  DOWN  2  PERCENT 

The  December-May  pig  crop  totaled  46,782,000  head,  2  percent 
below  a  year  ago. 

Sows  farrowing  during  the  December-May  1973  period  numbered 
6,535,000  head,  virtually  the  same  as  a  year  earlier.  Average 
litter  size  was  7.16,  compared  with  7.32  for  December-May  1972. 

In  the  10  Corn  Belt  States  the  December  1972  to  February 
1973  pig  crop  was  13,822,000,  up  4  percent  from  the  previous  year. 
The  litter  rate  of  7.09  was  down  from  the  7.30  the  previous  year. 
During  this  quarter,  sows  farrowing  numbered  1,950,000,  an  increase 
of  7  percent. 

The  1973  March-May  pig  crop  in  the  10  Corn  Belt  States  was 
21,760,000  head,  3  percent  below  a  year  ago.    The  litter  rate  of 
7.14  was  2  percent  lower  than  last  year's  average  of  7.28.  Sows 
farrowing  during  this  quarter  totaled  3,046,000,  a  drop  of  1  percent 
from  a  year  ago. 

The  pig  crop  for  the  14  Quarterly  States  totaled  40,420,000 
head  during  the  December-May  period,  down  2  percent  from  the  year 
before .

JUNE-NOVEMBER  INTENTIONS  1  PERCENT  ABOVE  1972 


The  expected  number  of  sows  to  farrow  in  the  United  States  during  the 
June -November  period  is  5,979,000,  virtually  unchanged  from  the  same  period 
in  1972. 

Based  on  an  average  litter  rate  with  an  allowance  for  trend,  the 
potential  pig  crop  would  be  43,647,000  head,  or  1  percent  above  the  1972 
fall  pig  crop. 

Virtually  no  change  from  a  year  ago  is  expected  for  June -August 
farrowings  in  the  10  Corn  Belt  States,  where  the    expected  total  is  2,242,000, 
or  in  the  14  States,  where  the  estimate  is  for  2,545,000  head. 

September-November  expected  farrowings  in  the  10  States ,  estimated  at 
2,366,000,  would  be  1  percent  above  the  same  quarter  last  year.    The  total 
expected  in  the  14  Quarterly  States  is  2,632,000,  also  up  1  percent  from  1972.
